C'ongratulatu'ms on your decision to consider a career in education. Teaching is a challenging profession, Kit the 
rewards are extrai'»rdinary. 

Individuals arc prepared to teach in a variety of ways. In the past, most educators completed requirements tor their 
teaching license as a part t^f a college or university undergraduate program. Although this remains the most common 
way to become a teacher, programs lIo exist for individuals who already hold a baccalaureate degree hut have not taken 
any educatum ctmrses. This directory- presents information on ^28 programs in colleges and universities for those who 
already have a bachelor s degree and want to complete requirements to earn a teaching license, a masters degree, i>r 
both. 

Information included in the directing* is the result of a survey ot the American Association ot Colleges for Teacher 
Education s member institutions. The program descriptions were voluntarily submitted and the directory does not 
include all such programs available in U.S. colleges and universities. The directory does not include programs that may 
he offered by state governments, schtiol districts, or other sources. 

Information in the directory was submitted in fall 1995. Program descriptions reflect institutional and state 
requirements at that time. These are always subject to change. If a program interests you, we suggest you write or call 
the college i'»r university tor additional information. TTic contact person listed for each institution will he able to give 
you details aKnit the program and how to apply. Questions about the program should K directed to that person, not tt» 
AACTTE. 

How to use this directory 

Programs are arranged in alphabetical order by state and by institutiori ot higher educatiori. Tlie approximate 
amount of time necessary to complete the program (full time atul part time) is included; generally in months. There is 
no guarantee that you will he able to complete your program in that time frame. The amourit of time you will need Xo 
earn a teaching license will var>* according to your perstmal circumstances. Some programs require extended place- 
ments in elementary* or secondary schools as part of the course of study. This may represent a challenge tor people whi^ 
plan to work full time while completing requirements for a teaching license. However, some colleges and universities 
report they work with local school districts, allowing individuals enrolled in their program to be employed in a schtxd 
while completing licensure requirements. 

The descriptions in this directory will gi\*e you an idea ot each program's requiremerits, the levels and types ot 
teaching license that may he earned, and whether or not a masters degree is offered. Many people prefer to work 
unvard a masters degree and a teaching license because school district salaries are higher tor indivi».luals with these 
degrees. However, earning a masters degree may take longer than merely completing requirements tor a teaching 
license. 

Terms 

C ATtificate/License -States issue teaching credentials to people who successtully complete required coursework and 
examinations. Some states call the credential a ''certificate” and others use the term "license.” 

OPA -Orade Point Average. 

SA, RA, NPA -<.>olletzes and universities^hat offer teacher preparation programs must be approved by the state 
(SA) and many are regionally accredited (RA). In addition, the teacher preparation program may meet standards tor a 
natiimal professional accreditation (NPA). 

NTE -Many states require individuals seeking a teaching credential to achieve a passing score on a standardized 
examination. Tl'ie National Teachers Examination (NTK) often is used tor this purpose. PRAXIS is aiiiUher test com- 
monly required lor a leaching license.
